Staff.—The staff of Queen's College, at 
the beginning of the year, and in¢luding 
the Head, Normal and Translation masters, 
consisted of 16 English’ mastors, 1 Anglo- 
Chinese’ masters, 5 Pifth-Grade :-Vornacular 
masters, and 6 visiting Vernacular. masters. 
From October ist, by “an” arrangement 


4 whereby the English and. Anglo-Chinesa staff 


returned to duty on four. afternoons each - 
week instead of on two; a8 formerly, we 
dispensed with the services of one European 
master. Similarly, tho services of ‘one 
/Anglo-Chincese master were not.needed ; and 
Mr.:. Wong Yuk-lam was accordingly trans- 
ferred ‘to Yaumati District School. Conse- 
quent on the re-arrangonient of the hours 
of duty for the visiting Vernacular masters, 
we were enabled to. do with four instead of 
five such masters, as from Ist Novembor, . .

Cost.--The total revenile, school-fees and 
refunds, was $31,341.96; the total expendi- 
ture; personal. emoluments © and other 
charges, $85,164:25 ; proportion’ of revoaue 
to expenditure, 36.81, per cent. ;. proportion 
for the Inst five years, 48. per cont. ; average 
cost for the year’ por pupil in-average daily 
‘attondance » $97.84. . Full. and half free 
scholars and student interpreters, who also 
pay no foes—in all 72 boys—-had they \con- 
tributed monthly fees, would, have brought 
in an extra revenue. of. $2,095: in which 
case. the average’ annual--cost | would be 
reduced by 24.00, i.¢., to $92.84 per. scholar. 
The gross expenditure, .is nearly $6,000 in 
excess of that for 1912; this iy mainly owing 
to the privileged rate of exchange, to special 
laboratory outlay,’ and to the: transfer of 
a language bonus. . 

Fees.—Theso amounted to 931,245. That 
the income from fees is $1,485 less than in 


‘} 1912, in spite of the fact that our daily 


attendance was only five less, is whelly. owing 
to the improved attendance already alluded,

Building ond Equipment: — Pending the 
erection of fully equipped physics , and 
chemical laboratories, plans for. which. are 
already in existence, a temporary room for 
seience i being arranged ‘underneath the 
present normal room. ‘Iwo cricket pitches 
have been laid down ats Government cost. in 
the lower play-ground, and appropriate 
netting ond matting have also been obtained. 
Two Badminton Courts, have been’ per- 
manently marked out in the Quadrangle, 
These Courts are also utilised for volley ball. 
‘A valuable loan collection of old Chinese 
books, for which we. are indebted to the 
Rev. 7. W. Pearce; the head of the London 
iesion, has been temporarily housed in the 
Chinese, masters’ library.
